ITEMS BE KEPT ON AGENDA AND SUGGEST, IF APPROPRIATE, 
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THE BELGIAN NAD RESERVE HIS POSITION UNTIL HE HAS HAD 
SUFPICIENT OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY THE DOCUMENTS.

REP SHOULD FULLY SUPPORT THE AD HOC ANTI-ARMOR GROUP 
REPORT. 

(C) TACTICAL AREA COMMUNICATIONS. REPORT TO THE 
NAC/DPC ON TACTICAL AREA COMMUNICATIONS: US REP 
SHOULD SUPPORT FOLLOWING RECOMMENDATIONS: QUOTE 

(A) THE COUNCIL IN MINISTERIAL SESSION BE ADVISED 

OF THE TWO STRATEGIES WHICH NATIONS COULD ADOPT TO 
ACCELERATE THE ACHIEVEMENT OF INTEROPERABLE AND 
OPERATIONALLY FLEXIBLE TACTICAL AREA COMMUNICATIONS 
AND BE INVITED TO GIVE DIRECTION ON THE STRATEGY 
TO BE ADOPTED; AND 

(B) THE DPC IN MINISTERIAL SESSION BE INVITED TO TAKE 
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THE DIRECTION GIVEN BY THE COUNCIL IN MINISTERIAL 
SESSION INTO ACCOUNT IN ITS CONSIDERATION OF THE 
TACTICAL TRUNK NETWORK PROGRAMME INCLUDED IN THE 
REPORT ON THE LONG-TERM DEFENSE PROGRAMME. UNQUOTE. 

YOU SHOULD ALSO EXPRESS PREFERENCE FOR STRATEGY ONE, 
AND SEEK AGREEMENT FROM THE NATIONS THAT IF STRATEGY 
TWO IS APPROVED THE NATIONS WILL MAKE THOSE CHOICES 
THAT WILL GIVE THE ALLIANCE GREATER AND EARLIER 
INTEROPERABILITY. 

(D) NAVSTAR: NATO PARTICIPATION IN THE NAVSTAR 
GLOBAL POSITIONING SYSTEM PROGRAMME: US REP SHOULD 
READ PREPARED STATEMENT ON NAVSTAR AND SIGN THE 
PROPOSED MOU. 

FYI: IF NATIONS OTHER THAN BELGIUM, CANADA, DENMARK, 
FRANCE, FRG, ITALY, NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, AND UK INDICATE 
A DESIRE TO SIGN THE MOU (E.G., PORTUGAL) WE WILL NEED 
TO DETERMINE THE IMPACT ON THE MOU AND SECURITY 
MEASURES BEFORE THEY CAN SIGN. END FYI. 
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(E) AEWTF: MULTIPLE GROUND SITES SYSTEM EOR AN AEW 
TE IN CENTRAL EUROPE: US REP SHOULD ANNOUNCE WE EXPECT 

TO BE READY TO SIGN MOU BY 1 JULY 78 AND SHOULD ENCOURAGE 
ERANCE AND ERG TO SUPPORT A SIMILAR SCHEDULE. 

V. OTHER ACTIVITIES RELATED TO STANDARDIZATION/INTER- 
OPERABILITY: 

A. ORAL PROGRESS REPORT BY THE CHAIRMAN ON A NATO 
AEW PROGRAMME: US REP SHOULD EMPHASIZE THE NEED 
TO MOVE AHEAD ON THE PROGRAM NOW, EXPLAINING COSTS 
AND IMPACT OP SIGNIFICANT DELAY.

B. FUTURE SAM SYSTEMS: US REP SHOULD ACCEPT FINAL REPORT 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE PROJECT GROUP AND THE STUDY 
GROUP INTERIM REPORT. SUPPORT UK AND FRENCH PARTICIPATION 
IN PATRIOT MOU ACTIVITIES AS OBSERVERS. ANNOUNCE 

THAT US IS PREPARED TO SIGN MOU AND PARTICIPATE IN 
THE GROUP AND ENCOURAGE OTHERS TO DO LIKEWISE (ERG, 
DENMARK, NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, AND BELGIUM.)

EFFECTIVENESS. WE SHOULD POINT OUT THAT WE SEE AD 
HOC GROUPS 2 AND 3 AS A MEANS OF ADDRESSING
